Speaking of originals, earlier on in the set, Bill sang another one, 
“Leave It Alone,” where Pat went wild on the drums in the 
beginning, then the song mellowed out towards the middle and Bill 
finished it off on the keyboard. I wouldn’ tmind checking outsome 
more of their originals, especially if they are comical. 

After chatting with fans, I kept hearing over and over, 
great things about the Head Spins, who undoubtedly had the 
rowdiest crowd than any of the other In Tune Showcases. In the 
Spin Doctor’s “Two Princes,” the audience got their chance to 
vocalize their own version, which had amisc mosh of highs, lows, 
and lots of flats, buteveryone had fun trying. Hats off to the crowd! 

Not to take anything away from any of thei other songs, but 
especially noticed the two Nirvana songs, “Teen Spirit” and their 
final energetic tiumph, “Lithium.” Both of these songs truly 
showed the Head Spins impeccable talents. [ almost felt like I was 
really watching Nirvana, particularly in “Lithium,” where the 
entire band gave forth their all, musically, as well as physically 
with their leaping up and down onstage. I was exhausted just being 
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a spectatog, Next time, I want to get out there and dance! 

Now with a band like the Head Spins, what are people doing 
staying home, when they can get crazy with a bunch of great guys? 
So getit m your head, they re good and they Il definitely take you 
for a spin, if you give them a chance!

Bad News, BYE! 
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SOUND 
ADVICE

"E.Q. or not E.Q., that is the Question" 
An equalizer (E.Q.) can be one of the most valuable tools in 
your arsenat of P.A. gear. 
However, if not used properly, it can suck the life out of your 
system. 
First, let's define what an equalizer is. (Note: Allreferences this 
month are to graphic, NOT parametric E.Q.) 
‘An E.Q. is a specialized tone shaping device that divides the 
audio spectrum audible to humans (20hz to 20,000hz) ito 
octaves or parts of octaves. Most common types are one, two- 
' third or one-third octave E.Q.s. 
O.K., so now, let's define equalization. Equalization: To make 
equal. Pretty simple, huh? So, you might ask, how does this 
relate to sound systems? Ideally, what goes into the sound 
system will come out of the speakers exactly the same, just 
louder. However, this rarely happens. Many factors can com- 
bine to alter the tonal color of your signal. Typical mics, boards 
and speakers (no matter 


By Bob Seaman : 
This month’s column will continue. the topic of 
scales and keys. I'll try to explain one of the main 
exceptions to the keys/scales rule we learned last 
month. , 
First, let’s look at a standard blues progression in 
the key of C. In this key, the chords would be C 
major, F major, and G major, (the F and G chords 
could also be dominant 7th chords). Now, if we 
stick to our rules we learned last month, we would 
use the C major scale (C DE F GABC) for solos. 
Technically, this would be the right scale to use; 
but, if you tried it in a standard 12 bar blues, you 
would find that it doesn’t sound very cool. 
Instead, try eliminating the F and B note, (the 
weakest notes) and try this new scale, (CDEGA 
G). This scale is called the major pentatonic scale. 
This scale has only notes that fit in the key, and it 
sounds real country-rock-like. 
Next month we’ll discuss the minor pentatonic 
scale, a related scale that really sounds cool. Ifyou 
have any questions, call 625-4478, or come see 
me with CAT ATOMIC!

what their specs say) do not have flat frequency response 
throughout the audio spectrum. Also, the room you're in can 
have a MAJOR effect on which frequencies stand out or 
disappear. 
The E.Q.'s job is to equal out these differences in frequency 
response. To accomplish this, you must decide which frequen- 
cies need to be cut or boosted. There are several ways to do this, 
but before getting into it, there are some guidelines to follow: 
1. Itis preferred that you CUT frequencies that are standing out 
rather than boost weaker ones to “catch up.” 
2. Try not to cut or boost more than 6 dbs. When you cut many 
frequencies, a large amount of the signal to the amp becomes 
weak, so the amp will have to work too hard to give you the gain 
you need. Also, phase shift can occur, which will make your 
sound thin and give ita squawky fake feel. Conversely, if you 
boosttoo many frequencies, you'll overload the input of the amp 
and cause distortion. 
So what does this tell you? 
Don't overuse the E.Q.! 
Judicious use of the E.Q. can improve your sound immensely, 
but overdoing it will cause more problems than it solves. 
Next month in E.Q. Part Il, I'll go over frequency recognition 
and real time analysis, but for not, it's -- SEE YA!
